wh ile Count de Witte h as alway s been 
classed as an advanced statesman, be 
h as never h ad any pronounced sy mpa 
th y for democratic institutions.

h aps h e did not understand th em. 
In 
fact, h e practically admits as much . 
W ith out tills sy mpath y and insigh t it 
would h ave been impossible for h im 
to organize constitutional liberty out 
of th e revolutionary ch aos iu Russia. 
It is a favorite belief of most of us 
th at th ings do not h appen by accident 
in th is world, and th e coming of W itte 
to th is country would seem to con­ 
firm such belief. 
It furnish ed h im th e 
one th ing needed in addition to th e les­ 
sons learned in h is long career to fit 
him for coping with th e crisis so soon 
to dev elop In h is own land. 
It is oa# of the instance# of the pe- 


conservetlve, so h onest. 
Every crisis 
brings forth its leader, anoth er proof, 
if y ou please, th at th ings do not h ap­ 
pen by accident. Th e man of th is oc­ 
casion is 
unmistakably Serge Yule- 
vlteb Witte. 
It is remarkable th e amount of mis­ 
information th at gets abroad concern­ 
ing men. For ex ample, it h as been as­ 
serted th at W itte is of very h umble 
birth , alvuost of peasant origin. 
As a 
m atter of fact, h is fath er was a gov­ 
ernment official in th e Caucasus and 
fils moth er of noble family . True, a no­ 
ble family does not amount to much in 
Russia unless it h as money , wh ich th e 
Wittes did not, but it is just as well 
to be accurate iu making statements. 
Th en it is asserted th at th e Russian 
premier is Dutch . Th is is a h alf truth , 
for some generations back h is paternal 
ancestry came from Holland. Anoth er 
story concerning h im is th at h e wTas a 
railroad station m aster and disobey ed 
orders in sh ipping troops to th e front 
in th e Russo-Turkish war and th at th is 
insubordination, by th e way , was th e 
beginning of h is rise. Th ere is just a 
sh adow of truth iu th is. 
He was a 
railroad official, and h e often took h is 
own h ead rath er titan bureaucratic .in­ 
competent orders, but h e h ad such suc­ 
cess iu getting troops aud supplies to 
th e front th at h e commended h imself 
to th e railroad officials aud eventually 
to th e czar. 
Th e story th at h e side­ 
tracked some h igh potentate to let 
th rough a troop train is probably close 
to th e fact. 
Th e story goes th at th is 
potentate demanded Ids h ead, th at th e 
czar investigated and th at th e upsh ot 
was th e y oung railway man’s promo­ 
tion.

Th e man wh o h as th e audacity for 
th at, wh eth er iu Russia or elsewh ere, 
w’ill eith er go to th e scrap h eap or be- , 
come a man among men. 
W itte h ad 
oth er qualities th at made for success. 
One was th at h e worked h ard. Anoth ­ 
er was th at h e h ad genius for construc­ 
tion aud organization. 
But perh aps 
h is greatest asset w'as th at lie was a 
real man among a nation of sh ams aud 
seeming« . Th e genuine man if h e h as 
stuff in h im generally gets to th e front 
in any quarter of th e globe— th at is, if 
h e isn't killed too soon. 
Man of Great Bulk. 
Th u first impression one h as on see­ 
ing th is ablest of Russian statesmen is 
th e great bulk of h im. He is a verita­ 
ble eleph ant among men, over six feet 
tall aud so h eavy h e almost lumbers 
in h is walk. 
Th e second noticeable 
th ing is h is simplicity . Frank, open, 
even brusque, y et alway s gentle, h e 
goes directly at th e th ing in h and. For 
all th at h e is a skilled diplomat, as was 
sh own at Portsmouth . 
Here is auotber of th ose pieces of po­ 
etic justice th at appear in th e life of 
tliis first of th e Russian premiers. He 
was th e only conspicuous man in th e 
czar's government wh o opposed th e 
war with Japan, and h e did oppose it 
at every step, was against push ing into 
Korea, against occupy ing Port Arth ui- 
and in favor of granting th e Japanese 
demands before th e war.
